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Interim Payments In Prospect 


Hon. J. G. Gardiner explains that the 
Wheat Board cannot make an interim pay- 
ment at once on wheat delivered to it, for 
two reasons. It hasn’t the power, and it 
hasn’t the money. 

He said at Regina he has already taken 
steps to secure amendments at the com- 
ing session which will give the Board the 
authority to make such payments when | 
the money is on hand—which he hopes | 
will be soon enough that the cheques sent | 
out will help the farmers to meet harvest- 
ing expenses. He also suggests that par- | 
ticipation certificates may be made nego- 
tiable, so holders can borrow against them 
if they so desire. The certificates are not 
now negotiable and cannot be used as sec- | 
urity for loans. They were made non-nego- | 


tiable at the request of farmer organiza- 
tions. 

It will be disappointing to farmers, and 
to others, that interim payments cannot | 
be distributed in time to help finance the 
spring work. But if the certificates are 
made negotiable the holders will be able to 
obtain loans on these to meet debis in- 
curred in putting in the crop, and a pre- 
harvest payment will see the farmer 
through the later period of heavy outlay, 
when his cash resources may be even more | 
depleted than they are now.

A Change of Tune 


Whatever it may portend, the Italian 


press has changed its tune. Instead of 


hurling and violent threats at 


France and Britain, Il Duce’s newspapers 


vague 


are now asking the powers to be “reason- 
able” in the matter of Italy’s supposedly 
humiliating and hampering status in the 
Mediterranean. Thus the Gazetta Del 
Popola says while France, Britain, and 
even Spain hold “privileged positions” 
there, “Italy is almost a prisoner in the 
Mediterranean and constantly  threat- 
ened,” 

If this is not convincing, it at least is 
coherent, and in that respect notably dif- 


_ferent from the shrieking of ten days ago. 


The argument is piffling, but even bad 
argument is something new from that 
quarter. 

It may be significant that this marked 
change in tone follows closely upon the 
events in Norway and a stiffening of the 
Allies’ attitude toward possible Italian 
aims in the Balkans. At the beginning 
of the week the Allied supreme council 
told Italy, almost in so many words, that 
if it was looking for trouble all it had to 
do was start something. The next day 
Benito’s newspapers underwent a change 
of manners, stopped abusing the Allies 
and began to use language of conciliation. 

Strength is the only thing the aggres- 
sor chiefs respect, and direct speaking the 
only kind they heed. Mussolini is under 
no illusion that Hitler won or is likely to 
win his Norwegian adventure; and events 
there gave meaning to the statement is- 
sued at Paris as to what would follow if 
similar adventures were launched else- 
where, whoever launched them.

By mak- 
ing jodine radio-active it is hoped 1o destroy 
tumors of the thyroid gland. When matter is 
bombarded with particles at 120,300 miles a 
second —65 per cent of the velocity of light— 
new sources of power may be opened to man,

When the Admiralty 
gives out news its policy of understatement is 
often exasperating to people hungry for definite 
and overwhelming victories. We are getting 
trained to read between the lines of these state- 
ments—to read into them the good news that 
seems to be there, and often is, by implication.

The United States winter wheat crop which 
made an exceptionally poor start under condi- 
tions of autumn drought has failed to make any 
great recovery to date, and it is now generally 
conceded that only the most favorable weather 
conditions between now and harvest could result 
in appreciable recovery, with wide sown areas 
in western Kansas, as well as in parts of Okla- 
homa and Texas already a failure, In addition 
to the United States crop situation, reports of a 
pessimistic nature continue to come from Euro-

tries where extreme winter temperatures fol- 
lowed unfavorable autumn seeding conditions.
